(aghington Comment: On the basis of the distance from Kharkoy, the size 

of the runway, the presence of the Kharkoy-Staline road on the northeast 

side of the field, and pa pesence of a railroad conneetiag Kharkov and 
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Staline on the southwest side of the field, it seems likely that the field 
in question is one of the two shown at Chuguyey on AAF Chart No. 234. The 
only contradictory evidence is that source indicates a double-tracked rail- 
road running beside the airfield, while the railroad which passes Chuguyev 
is indicated as being only single-tracked., Source reports that the 500 
armored troops stationed at the field in May 1947 were menbers of a unit 

of the Seydlitz “Army” which was located in the Kharkov-Hast sector and was 
commanded by Lt. Gen. Kleist, with Major Drude) as adjutant. Some German 
PWe may have been assigned to the field as instructors in the use and 
naintenance of German tanks, but it is not believed that they were organized 
into an “army” anit. Source does not explain why an airfield of sufficient 
importance to have a large underground hangor and aircraft elevator should 
be cluttered up with 144 tanks. However, the report is passed on for 
whatever 1t is worth because it is one of the few cases of definitely 
below-surface hangars that have come to our attention. ) 
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
